“ When a nation is at war its pa­ 
triotic citizens are quick to resent 
any th na which might be taken aa an 
att* nipt to belittle the nation and an 
add rets* in Hie German tongue, irre- 
apectlvc of the subject m atter, may 
ca. By become offensive to citizens. It 
is apt to provoke a breach 
of

peace, a riot or a disturbance. 
“It ought not to be necessary to 
have u law expressly forbidding thi 
speaking of the German language,’ 
the opinion continues. 
“ Good sens* 
and a proper consideration for the 
feelings of others, if nothing more 
mg>,0Hts that person* speaking it in 
public 
especially pastors in address 
Ins their flocks, employ the English 
language. 
A speaker doing other 
wise will bo h “ld responsible for con 
sequence! which follow and which 
he knows will follow, and he may be 
deemed guilty of provoking a breach 
of the peace in a public place.”
